J. Byron's nauia In con-
nection with one or two pleasant Utile cl'inoiti"
draman, which, if not altcgether new la stylo'
form, and substance, were clever per form mkioh
In their way, and moreover promised well for
his efforts In the future In tbe same line, bat
Mr. Byron has given himself over to tne demon
of sensationalism; he has caught the trlok of
the trade, and be Is apparently capable of fur
Blshing the managers with plays by the square
yard or cubic foot, according to order, and set
forthwith bran new tltleb of the most taking
description. The Lancathtre Lass was redeemed
from notblugnets by one character a little
ent Of the usual line; but Blow for
Slow, which has followed hard after it,
has not even this one redeeming
quality. To do Mr. Byron jusUce, he does not
mutilate the English language to the same ex-
tent as some of his contemporaries, and he un-

derstands the art of arranging tolerably lute'
resting situations for tbe curtain to descend
upon at tbe conclusion of each act, and his
plays are so far moral tbat tnere Is nothing
offensive to decency in them, and ample Jus
tlce is meted out to his villains when the end of
the performance Is reached. But of what avail
Is this If the audience beoomes so wearied
before the villain meets his doom that they are
not wide awake enough to know exactly
whether It Is the virtuous hero or the rascal of
tbe piece tbat finally comes to grief 7

In Mow for Blow we have the wealthy mer-
chant, who commits a forgery, who refuses to
give bis daughter to the villain, and who is
onvlcted on tne evidence of the villain In re

tallatlon for a blow In the face with the butt-en- d

of a horsewhip Inflicted by the young lady's
lover. The villain follows up tbe lover, and
gives him blow , for blow by harassing him
Whenever an opportunity offers, until he fluully
getapitoned out of the fourth story window by
the forging father, who returns lro n penal
Servitude Just In tbe nick of time to frustrate
his sohemes and to inflict upon blm a punish-
ment that anywhere oulslde of a sensation
play or novel would have the effect of placiug
his hcary head In the hangman's halter. Tuere
are some attempts at humor In Blow for Blow,
but the Jokes are mostly old Joes mat have
somewhat lout their piquancy from frequent
repetition.

and her twlu.aii.ter "Alice." This lady's
foreign accent would not militate against nar
success if the understood tue art of developlug
the strong points of the characters entrusted to
her; but heraoline Is to a great extent meou.

she lalls entirely.

tim, Mr. btudley appears to have ability, and
we think that with a little study he uitgiu
make a wider distinction belweenhbi ttyle of
representing these two parts.

press, be failed entirely. Tue best act-

Mr. Jennings Is not always a pleasant
actor, and a defect In his utterance sometimes
Interferes materially with the success of his
personations. But he la a genuine aotor, and
When be chooses to take pains he can make a
good deal out of a very small part. We also
liked Mr. J. T. Ward's representation of "Char-
ley Sprlggs," ttlbeit It. bore considerable re-

semblance to his 'Spotty," In the drama per-

formed last week. Mr. Ward has considerable
dry humor, which tells on the audlenoe with
fully nsmuoh effeot as more extravagant fun
would do. Mis Betsle Sudlow, who a very fair
Boubrelle, bnt apparently without many Ideas
above or beyond the conventional style of
sonbrette business, did not play the part of
"Kitty Wobler" as she might have done, so as
to make It a feature or the play. The other
characters ware lalrly represented, but tbe
members of the company nave not yet learned
bow to pull together to a 10 represent a drama
as a wbole wlin the greatest effeot. In conclu
sion, we would say to the tiddlers, do not HjUiu
While the people on tne stage are talking, as It
has a tendency to promote drowsiness la tbe
audience ana consequently to render lueiu
less enthusiastic at the most critical points In
the drama.
